13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

16 (A) THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION APPLY TO A VEHICLE ACCIDENT IN
17 WHICH:

18 (1) ONE OR MORE OF THE VEHICLES INVOLVED IN THE ACCIDENT ARE
19 RENDERED IMMOBILE;

20 2 A PERSON INVOLVED IN THE ACCIDENT SUFFERS BODILY INJURY; OR
21 (3) ONE OF THE DRIVERS INVOLVED IN THE ACCIDENT HAS AN

23 (B) IF A PERSON INVOLVED IN A VEHICLE ACCIDENT REQUESTS THAT THE
